The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (“EPA”) is seeking information concerning
a release, or the threat of release, of hazardous substances, pollutants or contaminants into the
env1r0nment at the Sauer Dump Site (“Site”).

~ Section 9604(e), EPA has the authority to require the United Oil Company, Inc. (hereinafter
